21,|19 05, and which 
has never b een solved, is again reeeiv 
ing atten tion , and it in b elieved that 
fresh evidence ha« b een secured which 
w ill unrave« thin great m ystery. 
By the strange linking together of 
a chain of circmHtances tha t reads like 
an advonture of Sherlock Holme« , the 
a uthorities of Bedford have run down 
a m an thev w ill charge w ith the m ur­ 
d er 
of Sarah Schaefer, 
the pretty 
young school teacher. 
T hat man in 
E arn est Tankfdey, who wan arrested at 
E vansville T hursday, on a charge of 
ab d uctin g N ellie R ainey, 
a young 
Sunday school teacher, who. it is now 
alleged was selected as the victim of 
the Bedford tragedy, b ut in whose 
stead 
Sarah Sohefer was slain 
b y 
m istake. 
T he circum stances b riefly told are 
an follow s: E arnest Tanksley, a m ar 
ried m an, of H eltonville. eight m iles 
from |led ford . and a neighb or girl, 
Miss N ellie R ainey, a Sunday school 
teacher. 
15 years old were infatuated 
w ith each other, and held im proper 
relations. 
To escape the w hispering 
tongues of the villagers, 
R aiuev left 
his fam ily of w ife and three children 
in the fall of 19 08, and w ent to B ed­ 
ford, b ut kept np a correspondence 
w ith Miss R ainey. 
Tanksley returned 
to H eltonville in the spring of 19 04, 
b ut left again in O ctob er, 
19 04, and 
M iss R ainey left her home ab out the 
sam e tim e to go to Bedford to have 
some dental work done, and tha t was 
the last seen of lier b y her parents, 
un til the pair was arrested at E vans­ 
ville. 
Tanksley is b eing held on the charge 
of ab ducting Miss R ainey. 
H er father 
turned over some letters w ritten her 
b y Tanksley and am ong them was one 
found in w hich Tanksley asked Miss 
R ainey to m eet him at Bedford at the 
tim e and pi ice w here Miss Schaefer 
was m urdered. 
Miss R ainey did not 
go to Bedford that night, and it is 
supposed tha t when Miss 
Schaefer 
cam e along, w ho was ab out the same 
huilt, she was m urdered b y m istake 
Prosecutor 
F letcher, 
ot 
Bedford 
considers the T anksley arrest as the 
tb oNt im portant step in the solution 
of the Schaefer m urder tha t lues yet 
b een taken 
He was reticent as to 
the exact nature of the evidence he 
had against the m an. b ut when quos 
tinned directly as to w hether lie had 
evidence that Tankslev had w ritten a 
le tte r to the R ainey girl to m eet him 
a t the fatal alley on the n ight of the 
m urder, and. also w hether Tanksley 
had hurtled his clothing later in the 
n ight, he adm itted that lie had. 
A disjiateh from Bedford states that 
little interest lias b een taken in the 
a rrest of 
T anksley b ecause of 
the 
m any failures heretofore to unravel 
the Schaefer m ystery. 
“ I have thirty or forty letters w rit­ 
ten b y Tanksley in my possession, the 
contents of w hich have not b een re 
vealed to anyone, not even my closest 
police 
officials,*’ 
said 
Prosecutor 
F letcher, b ut he says tha t if the te s ti­ 
m ony connecting Tanksley w ith the 
S chaefer case had b een b rought out 
against M cD onald it w ould have hang 
ed M cDonald.

F letcher says that he w ill not 
die a w arran t charging Tanksley w ith 
the Schaefer m urder, b ut w ill let the 
grand jury look afte r the testim ony 
in the case.
